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Marijan Stilinovic, Yugoslav Minister to Argentine, and Hinko Raspor, Counselor 
of the Yugoslav Legetion in Puenos Aires, were in Montevideo duving the first 
week in March for the inauguration of the Uruguaynn president. Imnedietely 
after the ceremony they went to Paraguay, spent a few days im Asuncion and then 
raturned to Buenos Aires, Stdilinovie and Raspor direct Yugoslav Commnist 
activities in Argentina, Uruguey, and Paraguay.* Source was told that they 
maintein permanent residence in Buenos Aires, with periodic travel to Uruguay 
and Paraguay. Beceuse of the large Ingoslav colony in Montevideo, Rasper will 
be named to act as counselor for the Yugoslav Government in Uruguay, it is 
expected. that at the end of Mareh he will leave Buenos Aires end establish 
permanent residence in Montevideo, returning to Buenos Aires at pericdic 
intervals. 


Sinee his arrival in Argentina,** Raspor, who is considered a confirmed Gomuni:t, 
has been trying to convince former Titeists that the present regime in Yugoslevia 
fis and will remain Commnist, and that there can nover be a war ow even a ashisin 
between tyvo Commmist countries. ®aspor's visit to Urugusy was for the purpose 
of contecting Yugoslav immigrant leaders there, particularly those who ere 
Cominfornists. 


Despite indicetions that Stilinovic and Respor would try to contact tjubo 
Jutronic, a prominent Cominformist Croat living in Montevideo, no infor aation 
has been obtained to that effect.*** It 1s reported, however, that they con- 
ferred vith verious anti-Tito iugoslevs who are long~bime residents of Montevidso. 


According to Yugoslav Cominformists in Montevideo, the Titoists have little 
influence either there or in Buenos Aires. Acting upon orders from their Buenos 
Aires legation, the Titoists heve been trying by «11 possible means to divide 

the substantial Cominform group in Uruguay in order to convince the other Slavic 
eroups that the Yugoslev Cominformists in Uruguay represent only a smali minorisy 
of the Yugoslavs there. 


Gojko Bozovic, a first secretary of the Yugoslav Legation in Buenos Aires, vas 
recently recalled to Belerade.**** His former duties have been assigned te 
Ipnaciie Tabor, a secretary of the legetion.
